Mr. de Valera’s Position. 


The country is sick of strife and has 
welcomed reports that efforts were being 
made to secure peace. In spite of its 
heavy losses it is not vindictive. Not 
a single voice would be raised to-day 
in Southern Ireland against a proposal 
of general amnesty. Nobody seeks to 
impose more than a single condition on 
such amnesty—namely, the essential and 
obvious condition that the will of the 
majority must prevail. The country, by 
its votes at the polls, has accepted, and 
its Parliament has ratified, a Treaty of 
Peace with Great Britain. Henceforward 
the elected Pariiament of the Free State 
will be the constitutional battle-ground of 
the different parties and interests in 
Southern Ireland. : There is no demand 
that Republicans shall cease to agitate 
for an Irish Republic so long as they 
conduct their campaign by constitutional 
means. In a true democracy, like the Free 
State, every man will have liberty to 
express his political views and to try to 
convert others to them in every way that 
ordered society allows. The country had 
not ceased to hope that the Republican 
Party would accept peace on these terms; 
but to-day it is told that its hopes were 
vain, Mr. de Valera announces that “there 
is no truth and has been no truth”’ in the 


| reports that peace negotiations are in} 


progress. The Republican Party's prin- 
ciples. are not open to compromise. Its 
naked alternatives are victory end “ utter 
defeat and extermination.” 

We shall not speculate on the genesis 
of Mr. de Valera’s manifesto, and we do 
not question its sincerity. . It is a solemn 
declaration of war upon the Free State 
by all for whom he speaks. Will those 
to whom it is addressed recognise the full 


are invited to commit themselves? What 
would happen if the Republican Party 
should succeed in defeating the forces of 
the ¥ree State and in establishing de facto 
a Republican form of government? The 
answer is easy. British troops would be 
hurried back to Ireland. The old warfare 
would be renewed on @ more dreadful 
scale than ever. Hundreds or ‘housands 
of young Irishmen and Englishmen would 
perish, and when the inevitable end came 
Southern Ireland would be a wilderness— 
without communications, property or com- 
merce, and incapable of recovery during 
the next hundred years. How would Mr. 
de Valera’s ambitions or any Irishman s 
ambitions be served by such a doom? It 
may be argued that the British Govern- 
ment would refuse to reconquer Ireland 
and would leave her to her fate. Of 
coursé that decision—if, indeed, it were 
conceivable—would involve the snapping 
of Ireland’s economic links with Great 
Britain and with the whole Empire. What 
would become of our Southern agriculture ? 
By what means would a Republican 
Government repair the losses of the last 
two years, re-establish industry and meet 
the huge bill for compensations which is 
accumulating steadily at the present 
moment? It is not unfair that Mr. de 
Valera should be asked to answer these 
questions. His acknowledged readiness to 
make every personal sacrifice does not 
acquit him of all responsibility to his 
country. 

If they cannot carry the Republican 
cause to victory, Mr. de Valera and his 
followers will accept no compromise. They 
will dedicate themselves to “utter defeat 
and extermination.’’ This is a deeadful 
sentence—dreadful for themselves, dread- 
ful for the Government at which they 
hurl the challenge, dreadful for every 
Irishman who desires an end of strife 
and a beginning of happiness for our 
tormented land. The Provisional Govern- 
ment has announced its terms of peace 
and will not retreat from them. It will 
use all its resources for the purpose of 
vindicating the people’s policy, and, in 
the long run, whatever suffering and 
sorrow still may be in store for Ireland, 
the people s policy must preyail. Is it too 
late to hope that all—supporters and 
enemies of the Free State alike—may be 
spared the miseries of a final and desperate

High prices are part of the 
legacy of the Great War, and anybody who 
believes that' the conditions of 1913 can 
be restored during the lifetime of the 
present generation is living in a fool's 
paradise. Until real peace has been estab- 
lished in Europe prices must continue to 
be high; but there is no good reason why 
they should be higher in Ireland than 
they are in England or Scotland, or why, 
again, they should be higher in Dublin 
than they are in Belfast. The abnormal 
conditions which have prevailed in 
Southern Ireland since the war have re- 
sulted in a general slackening of 
public spirit, and dishonest traders have 
battened on the apathy of the con- 
sumer. We do not suggest for a moment 
that all Irish traders are dishonest—on 
the contrary, the “ profiteers’’ are in a 
small minority—but, in the case of prices, 
‘the tail generally wags the dog, and the 
public, undoubtedly, is paying far too 
much for the necessaries of life. If the 
new Commission succeeds in reducing the 
cost of living im Ireland by even the 
smallest amount, it wil] confer an immense 
benefit on the community.

Austrian Economies. 


The political stage is over-crowded in 
these stirring times, and nations which 
could be sure of providing a “star turn” 
a few months ago hardly can get a hear- 
ing today. Such is the case with 
Austria, whose plight, when things were 
comparatively dull, was the subject of 
universal concern. If, however, Austria is 
crowded into a corner ES ae 
worked purveyors of news, she is not— 
fortunately for herseli—equally neglected 
by her friends. The National Council, 
following the arrangements made at the 
Geneva Convention, has now been enabled 
to raise a loan of 130,000,000 gold crowns 
as a first step to the stabilisation of 
Austrian finances. The loan is secured 
on certain Customs revenues and un- 
spent credits and by an arrangement with 
the liquidators of the Austro-Hungarian 
Bank. It has the blessing of the League 
of Nations. More important even as a 
first step to the permanent readjustment 
of Austria’s finances is the severe pro- 
gramme of financial and administrative 
reform which has been adopted, not, we 
may believe, without pronounced opposi- 
tion by the victims. The total number of 
Ministries will be reduced to eight, and 
their machinery will be so much simpli- 
fied that the vast majority of present 
Government officials will become super- 
fluous. Even if the superfluous are 
pensioned, an enormous saving is thus 
effected. Those who remain will no longer 
enjoy their former expensive privileges— 
notably, freedom from income tax—and 
will be obliged to contribute to a pensions 
fund out of which all pensions will be 
paid. Austria is deeply insolvent, and 
these remedial measures are only the 
beginning of what must necessarily be a 
long and arduous process of gradual) re- 
habilitation. It is gratifying, however, 
that a beginning should have been made, 
at all. 


War on Rats. 


This week is “rat week’’ in England. 
The statement involves no political 
innuendo. The rats are real rats, and the 
Ministry of Agriculture has fixed upon 
the present week as a likely occasion for 
an organised effort to achieve unpre- 
cedented holocausts of superfluous and 
predatory rodents. The murine experts 
have concluded that during this precise 
week the rat may be caught, as it were, 
between wind and water, when he is 
moving from his summer haunts. in fields 
and ditches, and before he has settled 
down in winter quarters in haystack, barn 
and granaries. Mice also seek shelter at 
this time of the year, and the domestic 
supply is forced during the winter 
months to share its dug-outs in the boot 
cupboard and the entrails of the cottage 
piano with a substantial influx of country 
cousins, The staggering figures at which 
statisticians estimate the damage caused 
annually by these persevering rodents are 
well known. Everything points to the 
destruction of the rat as a holy and whole- 
some act against which the most con- 
scientious objector can raise only an 
academic protest. The only question 
that presents itself is the means by which 
the slaughter shall be effected. The 
Board of Agriculture recommends a paste 
of red squill and faa carbonate. 
We fear, however, that the chemical 
substance which will extinguish life in a 
tat has yet to be discovered. By lifting 
him over the head of deep-field with an 
ash-plant one may hope to do the trick ; 
but even then it is necessary to have a 
couple of terriers handy to deliver the 
coup de grace. :

A RUSSIAN DRAMA. 


NEW PLAY IN LONDON LAST 
NIGHT. 


“The Beating on the Doof,” produced last 
night at the St. James’s Theatre, London, is 
by Mr. Austin Page, the author of “ By Pigeon 
Post,” which was a highly successful war play. 
The new drama by Mr. Page deals with the fall 
of the Kerensky Government in 1917, 

All the characters are Russian, and Mr. Page 
was so anxious to secure the right atmosphere 
that he engaged M. Rouber Mamoulian, of Mos- 
cow, to p ce the play, and instead of the 
usual orchestra Russian singers, dressed in 
peasant costume, sing folk songs between cach 


act. 

The story deals with the downfall of a noble 
Russian family, their daughter, and her fiance, 
who are taken to their own forest and made to 
work, but are caught plotting against the 
Soviet Government, and condemned to death, 
but a sensational escape is arranged at the last 
moment. 

The first act went splendidly. lt reminded one 
of Byron’s famous hnes—'' On with dance, let 
joy be unconfined,” the aristocrats absolutely 
pooh-poohing danger until the Bolsheviks rush 
in and confiscate everything. 

The second act was disarpointing. It takes 
place in a forest, and a comic nobleman spends 
much time complaining of his blisters. here 
is a general air of pantomime over the whole 
scene, and, in spite of some fine speeches, was 
unreal and weak. The first scene of the third 
act was good again, and one was conscious of a 
sincerity, but it was lost in the final scene 
during the escape from prison. 

Mr. Arthur Wontner as the impossible kjealist 
was not quite suited to the part. Miss Doris 
Lloyd as the young Princess, officially engaged 
to one Count, bat loving another, was very fine, 
indeed. She has a powerful part, and in a fine 
speech in the third scene carries all before her.

The German delegates declared that a Red 
revolution would shortly take place in Germany.

Forty-five. countries were represented. 
Clara Zetkin, who is to German what Emnia 
Goldman was to America before her trip to 
Russia, ably seconded Zinovieff’s call to arms.

AS SEEN BY A FRENCH 
JOURNALIST. 


The Paris Journal, mm the course of a long 
article, draws attention to the progress made 
by German industry since the war, and its pre 
sent flourishing condition, as compared with 
industry in many of the Allied countries. . 
It is pointed out that Germany has lost con- 
siderable territory, and the Iss 
fallen from 67 millions to 62 millions; neverthe- 
less, in 1921 as many industrial enterprises were 
being exploited and as many workers were em- 
ployed as in 1915.

\“'Cartney, of the national Army, who was ad- 
itted to the hospital on Saturday last, suffer- 

+ from gunshot wounds. 

Mr. John O'Byrne (instructed by the Chief 

State Solicitor) appeared qn behalf of the ‘au- 


Dr. Hector Deane deposed thay Private 
M’Cartney had a bullet wound in the chest and 
another in the back. He died two minutes after 
admission to the hospital. Death was due to 
shock and hemorrhage following bullet wounds. 

A private in the national Army deposed that 
last Saturday morning he ieft Wellington 
Barracks in a Crossley tender. The party in- 
cluded six soldiers, a driver, in uniform, and an 
officer in civilian, clothes. The tender proceeded 
to. Ailesbury road, and on the way they picked 
up another officer, also in civilian clothes. The 
six soldiers were armed with rifles and the two 
officers with revolvers.

Witness was not able to sec. 


Another private; deposed io going round to 
the back of the house outside a wall.

The first thing that attracted his attention 
was a lady coming out of the back door.

THE RIFLE. 

*Another private gave evidence to the effect 
that he was called into the house, where one 
of the officer's took his rifle from him. Witness 
went up the stairs with the officers. The rifle 
contained five rounds of ammunition. The 
officer proceeded to break open the door in 
the passage. As he was doing so some shots 
were fired from inside the door he was breaking 
in. 

Witmess subsequently joined two of his ¢ m- 
panions at the back of the house. They told 
him that ene of their lads had been hit. 
Witness looked round at the front and saw 
McCartney lying on the grownd in front of 
the house. Witmess’s rifle had been left inside 
the house and he was unarmed. He went round 
and picked up McCartney’s rifle. Looking down 
at McCartney, he asked him where he was hit, 
but got no reply. 

Witness went round to the side of the house, 
where he had been. A girl came out of the 
back door. She asked if she could go for a 
doctor, as there was somebody hit in the house. 
One of the men said that she could not go for 
a doctor. 

Just as she had gone back, a man came cut 
of the same door and called out: “ Put them 
up,” at the same time firing three or four shots 
at them. He then ran. back to the door. None 
of witness’s party had time to fire. 

Firing afterwards continued for about ten 
minutes or a guarter of an hour. The 
ambulance then arrived. 

Witness identified the rifle, produced, 2s the 
one used to smash down the. door. 

A Sergeant-Major, stationed at Wellington 
Barrackse, deposed to finding the rifle (pro- 
duced) inside of the house. It was lying beside 

mest O’Maille, on bis right side, and con- 
tained two cartridges. 


SECRET ROOM, 


A Lieutenant, stationed ait Wellington 
Barracks, deposed to being in charge of the 
reinforcements. He found, among: other tnings 
in a secret room at the back of the wardrobe, 
two No. 9 and a No. 3 bomb, three bores «f .45 
ammunition, a small bag of mixed ammunition, 
and a powder pouch. 

In the bedroom of Miss Sheila Humphreys 
he found a .38 Webley, a .45 Webley, two .38 
Weblevs (one of which belonged to the fficer, 
with the cartridges used), and a rifle with 
three of the cartridges discharged. 

Addressing the jury, Mr. O'Byrne said that 
he thought that the evidence was fairly clear, 
and he did not intend to deal with it. These 
soldie¥s had gone down to Ailesbury road on 
Saturday last in the discharge of an onerous 
duty. While carrying out a search they were 
fired. upon from inside the house. and 
McCartney was killed. It was a very deliberate 
and cold-blooded affair. He would ask the jury 
to find that in this case there was murder 
done. 

The jury found “that Peter. McCartney, 
aged 23 years, a go in the national Army, 
died at the Royal City of Dublin Hospital on 
the 4th of November, from shock and 
hemorrhage, following bullet wounds received 
during a search cafried out by deceased y ‘th 
other soldiers im the execution of their duty, 
as a result of shots fired by some person or 
persons unknown.”

PLEA FOR EMPLOYMENT OF 
IRISH ENGINEERS. 

Professor Pierce F. Purcell, M.A.. M. hist. 
C.E., the new President of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers in Ireland, delivered his in- 
augural address at the Engineers’. Hall, Ab 
Dawson street, Dublin, last night. 

Dealing with the question of professional 
practice, the President suggested that much of 
the work on the design of reinforced concrete 
structures, which is of a purely engineerin 
character, and which is ok present hand 
through British firms interested in certain 
patented and special types of construction, 
should be dealt with in Ireland by Irish’ en- 
gineers. 

The tendency to call in engineers from out- 
side Ircland when any work of importance was 
being tackled in Ireland was criticised; this 
wo not conduce to self-reliance and ‘initiative 
in the development of the national and indus- 
trial resources of the country. As the result 
of the strong stand made by the Canadian en- 
gineers against a similar practice some years 
ago, Canada now possesses some of the 
highly qualified engimeers in the world, and ' 
the major constructional work in. Canada is the 
product of Canadian engineering skill. | 

At present many young engineering graduates 
were being sent out by the various University 
engineering schools in Ireland, ‘and, un-’ 
fortunately, a great proportion of these had: to 
seek not alone their training, but also their 
careers, outside the country. It was hoped, 
however, that in the future more ample open- 
ings might present themselves. i? ; 

Re arding the reconstruction and industrial 
development of the country, Professor Purcell 
said the need of the moment was ‘tor provide 
work rather than doles. Much work required to. 
be done to repair the damage due toithe pregent 
strife, and every effort should be jms 
the work cheaply and economically, 
as an excuse to spend money. eae
